Inquiry Investigating such crime the 
names of such persons giving such in- 
formation, And the name shall be in 
such case a 'Privileged communication, 


"Any 
person who shall give to any 


editor, publisher, reporter or corres- 
pondent of a public newspaper false 
Information concerning the commis- 
sion of a crime and who shall assume 
such Information to be true, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined in any 
sum not less than ten dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars."

When the 
doors 


closed ,at 9 o'clock there were stll 
many persons who came to see'but 
they were disappointed because they 
could not go beyond the1 lobby. 


There was no effort to keep count of 


the number of visitors but tt:e esti- 
mates were from 2000 up. The stream 
was steady and without inte-ruptlon 
for two hours. 
The visitors on en- 


tering the building turned to 
their 


right into the private office 
of 
the 


posbnaater and then out into the room 
where the work of handling the mall 
is conducted. 
Postmaster. 
Calhoun 


and Deputy Postmaster Lytle and all 
of the employes of the office acted as 
a reception committee and did what 
they could in such a short time to ex- 
plain the details ,of the' work that Js 
not as a rule open to the public. 


The mail clerks were busy throwing

Cold' Storage and Now They 


Can't Sell.

FELLOWS 
GOT OUT. 


Some persons who have been paying 


20 cents per dozen for strictly fresh 
eggs have not been able to under- 
stand why is is that when the fruit 
Is so high priced in Decatur, it is, ac- 
cording to the market reports, selling 
in New York City for less than half 
that money. 
\- 


The low prices quoted on eggs at 


New York is not on strictly fresh eggs. 
They are goods that are being torced 
out of cold storage by the fact that 
In all probability they must oe sold 
now or become almost a dead loss. 
The southern nnd southwestern coun- 
try has been shipping vast quantities 
pf fresh eggs to the eastern mnrKets 
at a1 season when, as a rule, no 1'resn 
eggs can be had and storage stock its in 
demand. 
The odd thing; is that it is 


the big .fellows who are getting caug.-i 
as a rule, and the little fellows, who us- 
ually tag on, have1 disposed of their 
stocks and come out with money 10 
tho good. 
There may be /exceptions, 


but'that is'the rule. 


This matter of putting eggs in cold 


storage ia not entirely speculation, al- 
though it can lie made speculation 
pura -and simple. 
There are' times 


when there are more fresh eggs than 
the immediate rlemand is sufficient to 
consume. 
By, putting these eggs in 


storage they are available when there 
is practically nothing else in the mar- 
ket. 
- 


Eggs, that were put in storage in 


1900 for sale the following spring, made 
big money for the men who held them, 
It was the same way with eggs packed 
in 1901. 
Iji the early spring of 1902 


the small fry had aold out while the Dig 
Huh hud till the stocks on hand and got 
the .price they asked. 
They laughed 


ut the sma|l fry who had been eager ,o 
unload and take a reasonable profit. 


In th* .spring of 1903, remembering 


the big money made on storage eggs 
during, the two preceding 
seasons, 


many new speculators ventured into 
the field anfl immense numbers of fresh 
eggs went into .cold storage. 
That 


kept the prices up to a. point that had 
never been heard of at that season. 
It is.said 'that in the east some eggs 
that went into storage last spring, cost 
the packers fully 18 cents per dozen. 
It is known, that in the central west 
one of them put up eggs that stood 
them fully -If cents. 


Sopie pf^f.-e trade journals estimate 


that as much as a million dollars will 
be lost on eggs stored in Chicago.

tew days ago a big firm in Philadel- 
phia want to the wall.

For the last two years Max Atlass 


of Pecatur has put a, number of eggs

The strong pupils are those who 


do each year's work in full.

year on but a part of the year's work 
and graduated on hut a part of 
the 


course. If any crowding is being done 
it is on the part of those who try to 
do a year's work In five or six months 
instead of devoting the 
full 
eight 


months to the work. 
The fault is not 


in the course or what is to be accom- 
plished but in the manner of accom- 
plishment. 


I trust that holding the examina- 


tions later will tend to hold up 
the 


school Interest and hold many pupils 
in. school for a longer 
period 
each 


year, and to lengthen the short terms, 
and to lessen the number of changes 
of teachers before the end 
of 
the 


school year. It will raise the standard 
of piomotlon 
and 
graduation, 
the 


course of study can be more easily 
applied and to better advantage. It 
can not help but result in 
good for 


both teacher and school.

ALDERMEN 
ARE SATISFIED 


At the 
council meeting 
Monday 


nig-ht Mayor Shilling vetoed the trac- 
tion company ordinance passed the 
week before. His.vctB message in full 
follows: 


To the City Council of the City of 


Deeatur, Illinois: 


I, Charles F. Shilling, as mayor of 


said city, do hereby veto the entire 
ordinance passed by said council upon 
the evening of the 23rd day of Febru- 
ary, A. D. 1903, which granted a fran- 
chise to the Deeatur Traction and 
Electric company, in which franchise, 
authority and consent of the City of 
Deeatur was granted to said company 
and its successors and assigns, to con- 
struct, operate and maintain an elec- 
tric street railway, to be operated by 
electric energy, -\\ith necessary poles, 
wires, braces, appliances and adjuncts, 
etc., upon East William street, begin- 
ning at the intersection of East Wil- 
liam street with North 
Main street 


and extending east on said East Wil- 
liam street to the city limits. 


Reasons for Veto. 


My reasons for such veto are as fol- 


lows: 


1. Said -ordinance does not contain 


any provisions therein gianting any 
inter.urban company proposing to en- 
ter the city of Deeatur, the right to 
become part owner or joint owner of 
the line of railway .proposed to be laid 
by said Dacatur Traction and Electric 
company. 


2. There is no provision in said or- 


dinance by which any pioposed inter- 
urban company desiring to enter the 
pity of Deeatur, shall have the right 
to use jointly vv'ith said Dccatur Trac- 
tion and Electric company, the line of 
railway proposed to be constiucted un- 
der said franchise. This is an import- 
.nt provision, from the faet that if 
sufficient 
remonstrance 
should 
be 


made to the city council, to induce said 
council to refuse 
granting a right 


of way to any interurban railway com- 
pany elesiring 
to use East William 


street, then , such 
inteurban com- 


pany, without the right being reserved 
in this franchise to use said Deeatur 
Traction 
and 
Electric 
company's 


track, would be practically barred from 
entering the city of Deeatur from the 
east. 


Should Provide for Interurbans. 
3. It is my opinion that either pro- 


vision should be made in this ordin- 
ance for joint ownership between said 
grantee and any interurban company 
desiring to use the right of way, or the 
right to use said right of way by such 
interurban railway company upon pay- 
ing some reasonable amount, to be 
fixed either by arbiration, legal pi'o- 
cess or otherwise. 


I do not desire to work a hardship 


upon the street railway company, but 
the business interests of Deeatur de- 
mand 
that 
interurban 
companies 


should not be discouraged, but that 
proper encouragement should be held 
out to such interurban companies, as 
will induce them to come to the city of 
Deeatur, and I.believe that when the 
council considers this matter 
anew, 


that some suitable provision will be 
made lo that end, before this ordinance 
is finally disposed of again.

sage there was a silence for fully six- 
ty seconds and then Mayor Shilling 
said, "The veto is before the 
house, 


What will you do with it?" 


Alderman Brand said that the West 


Eldorado street ordinance which wan 
soon to be reported by the ordinance 
committee provided for the omissions 
ct'ted by the mayor in his veto 
anc 


that if the ordinance was considered 
first the veto would not be necessary 


Mayor Shilling said that the presenl 


date was the limit for action 1'pon 
the question and It must be disposeel 
of at once and he called attention to 
the fact that it was possible the other 
ordinance might not be passed at this 
meeting. 


Fahay spoke much in the same vein 


and then Peake called for the reading 
of a resolution which demanded a re- 
consideration of the motion of Brand 
by which, a week ago, the West Eldora- 
do street ordinance was referred to the 
ordinance committee. 


Alderman Payne wanted the con- 


sideration of the veto postponed until 
after, all other business had been dis- 
posed of. There was a roll call on 
this motion but it was lost, only Fri- 
bourg and McNamara and Payne vot- 
ing to postpone. 
Peake then 
said 


that perhaps he had been a trifle hasty 
ill calling for the reading of his reso- 
lution and saiJ' that he would ask that 
the resolution be not called up until 
the veto had been disposed of. 


Payne then moved that the veto be 


not sustained and his motjon prevail- 
ed by a'vote of 12 to 2, only Gallagher 
and Fribourg voting to 
sustain the 


mayor. 


Water Street Ordinance. 


The ordinance for resurfacing Wa- 


ter street from the Wabash tracks to 
the Illinois Central tracks was passed 
after an attempt to 
re-commit 
had 


failed. 
Some of the property owners 


living north of Herkimer street had 
asked that thu resurfacing be not ex- 
tended north of that 
street. Fahay 


was the author of the motion to 're- 
commit and made a speech in support 
of that motion saying that there were 
many places where 
the 
city could 


spend money repairing streets in need 
of attention Instead of 
paying 
out 


money for resurfacing 
streets that 


were still in good condition. 
Fahay 


and Payne were the only ones to sup- 
port the motion that the ordinance go 
to the* street and alley committee. 


The ordinance was then passed, Fa- 


hay alone voting in the negative. 


Peakc'a Resolution, 


which practically provided for taking 
the West. Eldorado street ordinance 
of the Traction company out of the 
hands of the ordinance committee, was 
then read and adopted, . Fahay and 
Prlbourg voting In the nagative. 


Tint brought the' ordinance before 


the council and It was read and then 
an amendment was offered which pro- 
vided that in the event any Interurban 
company or companies shall desire tej 
enter the city of Deeatur and shall 
further desire to use any portion of 
the said West Eldorado street track, 
also any portion of the proposed East 
William street tracks of the Deeatur 
Traction & Electric Co., also 
the 


tracks of said company as how laid 
on North Water street between East 
William street and Bast Eldorado straet 
said interurban 
company shall 
be 


granted by the Deeatur Traction and 
Electric Co., the right to use Its said 
West Eldorado and East William street 
tracks, and North Water street tracks, 
between- East William and Eiist Eldo- 
rado street, after having obtained the 
proper consent of the city council. The 
amendment also contained the 
arbi- 


tration couse. 
Then 
a 
remonstrance 
protesting 


gainst locating any- street car tracks 


on West Eldorado street was read. The 
signers represented 3866 feet of the 
property frontage. 
In answer 
to a 


question by Brand, the city attorney 
said that the lower courts had held 
that once a property owner had sign- 
ed such a petition and the petition had 
passed out of the hands of the signer, 
it was beyond his jurisdiction, and the 
signature could not be recalled. So far 
as the attorney Knew the, supreme 
court had never passed 
upon 
that 


question. 


Peake moved to lay 
the 
remon- 


strance on the table and 
under the 


parliamentary rules of 
the 
council 


the discussion began. Payne, Young, 
Brand, Peake, Fribourg, 
and Fahay 


several times, all talked, but Peake's 
motion can led 11 to 3, F.diay, Fribourg 
and Gallagher voting no, 


Gallagher 
suggested 
that 
the 


amendmi t offered WES lacking 
be- 


cause it 
.lied to say that, in case the 


arbitration was by men appointed by 
the county judge, their decision was 
final. There was an almost endless 
amount of talk, and Kahay especially 
piotested that the action of the coun- 
cil would practically shut out interur- 
ban roads and that the council should 
decree that any interurban company 
would have thu right to use all of the 
Traction Co'n tracks If they (the inter- 
ui'ban) paid a fair compensation for 
that privilege. Peake said there was 
not now and never had been any in- 
terurban proposition properly 
Toefore 


the council 
and it 
would be 
time 


enough to deal with them when they 
came. In the end, by a viva, vcice vote, 
the suggestion of Gallagher was in- 
corporated in the 
amendment, and 


then the original amendment by a roll 
call was adopted, Fahay, Fribourg and 
McNamara voting no. 


McNamara Amends, 


Alderman McNamara took two shots 


at the measure-. His first amendment 
was that aijy interurban should have 
the right to use all of the tracks of the 
Traction company if the people on the 
street should so decree. He explained 
that his object was to avoid two tracks 
on the same street. 
That was lost, 


Brand, Fahay, Fribourg, 
McNamara 


and A. Young voting for it. 


His second amendment was that be- 


tween the hours of 5 and 9 a. m,r and

That was tabled on motion 
of Meridlth, Fahay demanding a roll 
call. 
Fribourg and McNamara were 


the only ones to vote with the author 
against the motion to table. 


The Ordinance Raised. 


Then on motion of Peake the ordi- 


nance was passed, eti the roll call the 
vote being 11 to 3, Fahay, 
Fribourg 


and McNamara voting In the negative. 


A Technicality. 


A few moments 
later

Peake asked the city attorney if the 
Kast William street ordinance vetoed 
by the mayor had been properly pass- 
ed.
